HARDWICK DECIDES 


No Proclamation Creat- 
ing New County Will Be 
Issued—Courts Only Re- 
course of Advocates. 


Final action on the Peach county 
controversy was taken Tuesday by 
Governor Thomas W. Hardwick 
when he announced he would not 
issue a proclamation declaring. the 
recent amendment creating this coun- 
ty ratified by the people.

A consolidated schoo] dis- 
trict surrounds the town, and a 
modern, brick school building, which

A public-spirited community like 
that—a country town—whose trade 
“reaches beyond the boundaries of 
the state,” is one of the best illus- 
trations of what can be accomplish- 
ed by united effort on the one-for- 
all plan. 

Nothing which could contribute 
to the advancement of ‘the town’s 
best interests has been neglected, 
in an educational as well as com- 
mercial way.

DYER BILL ABANDONED. 

In view of the long and strenu- 
ous fight that has been made in 
behalf of the Dyer anti-lynching 
bill, the ease with which its oppo- 
nents virtually killed it by the fili- 
buster process in the senate was 
somewhat surprising. 
_ At the same time the feebleness 
of the resistance put forth by the 
champions of the bill gave color to 
the more or less general impression 
that there was a measure of hypoc- 
risy on their part in their preten- 
sions of insistance, up to the last 
minute, @pon its being pressed to a 
vote. 

The charge was openly made by 
its Opponents that the republicans 
never seriously considered passing 
the proposed anti-lynching law, 
many of them believing it to be 
unconstitutional; and that it was 
kept alive and a subject of debate 


and agitation in congress so long 


for the sake of political effect. 

That these charges were based 
upon something more than mere 
imagination is attested by the quick- 
ness with which th@ republican 
leaders submitted to the filibuster 
in the closing days of the extra 
session and sent word to the demo- 
cratic opposition that, as stated in 
a press dispatch, ‘tthe majority 
will not press the anti-lynching 
legislation further either at the 
remainder of the extra session or at 
the regular session convening Mon- 
day noon.” 

This is tantamount to the aban- 
donment of the proposal to impose 
upon the country this or a similar 
act of legislation savoring of sec- 
tionalism. 

And to that extent the American 
people have reason to be thankful. 

But, gratifying as this turn. of 
events undoubtedly is to the masses 
of the people, there is a lesson in 
the Dyer bill controversy to date 
that every community in which the 
lynching evil is tolerated may read 
with profit. 

It is simply that the fact that 
this proposed act of legislation was 
accorded such serious considera- 
tion as to be once passed by the 
house and kept for months on the 
senate calendar, indicates a deter- 
mination on the part of right-think- 
ing Amercians eventually to put an 
end to mob violence and barbarism 
in this country, if not by action of 
the states themselves, then by fed- 
eral encroachment upon state au- 
thority!

BRONCHIAL QUIBULATIONS. 
Among the many quibulations of 
persons with the “catasrh” delusion, 
probably this is the one most over- 
worked; : 
“My trouble,” writes a reader who 
evidently misunderstands the aim of 
this department, “is enlargement of 


the muscles of the heart brought on 
by ah attack of acute bronchitis 
last winter. ‘he doetor said 1 could 
only avoid further attacks by not get- 
ting more cold. Will- you please send 
me your monograph on heart trouble.” 

have no monograph on heart 
trouble. I should advise the patient 
to follow his doctor’s instructions as 
to the care of the heart. Even though 
the doctor only passes the buck, that 
would be safer counsel than ‘anything 
the patient might obtain by corre- 
spondence. It is possible that the doc- 
tor made the little quibblo about 
‘not getting more cold” deliberately 
and with benevolence aforethought. 
for good doctors often lie. It is a 
humane act to punch your best friend 
on the chin to subdue him, if neces- 
sary, when he is wildly struggling 
and handicapping your etforts to res- 
cue him from drowning. So I say 
there are conceivable circumstances 
in which a doctor may justifiably 
tell the patient who is paying’ for 
advice “not to get more cold,” pro- 
vided the doctor turns the fee over 
to a conscience fund. 

It is beyond my small ken how 
acute bronchitis could have brought 
on hypertrophy of the heart or any 
other heart trouble, but what I don't 
know about bronchitis fills many pon 
derous tomes. Chronic bronchitis is 
frequently associated with heart dis- 
ease; in some _ instances the bron- 
chitis is secondary or in part de- 
pendent on the heart disease; 3 
others the bronchitis seems to induce 
impairment of the heart. It is dif- 
ficult to say offhand in a given case 
whether the puffing and _ blowing 
which one with chronic bronchitis 
experiences on climbing stairs or oth- 
erwise exerting himself is attributabl 
to the bronchitis purely or to the 
associated impairment of the heart 
mayhap it is neither, but the em- 
physema (ballooning of the air ceils 
in the lungs) which so often accom- 
panies chronie bronchitis. Readers ir 
quest of symptoms to try over on 
their cases will find all this rather 
confusing, and it fir better for 
them to be confused than to attempt 
any self diagnowis or self doctoring 
I eall attention to the intimate as. 
sociation of impaired heart function 
with chronie bronchitis for the pur- 
pose of the fact, that they might 
understand the need of regular med- 
ical counsel for their guidance at a}! 
times, even though no sure cure is 
available. The well-known physician 
and author, pioneer in health publi- 
city and I blush to say, poet, whose 
wisdom was great enough to be quoted 
in the medical bible by Osler himself 
Dr. Oliver Wendall Holmes, said that 
chronic bronchitis with intelligent 
care may prove the slight ailment that 
promotes longevity.

The movement spread 
throughout the south like a wave 
on the bosom of the sea and more 
than $92,000,000 was subscribed the 
first week of December, that year to 
be paid in the five years.

Fear Filibuster. 


This program, it is learned authori- 
tatively, is believed by administration 
leaders to be sufficiently limited to 
permit of accomplishment by March 
4, 1923. Senator Cummins’ plan for 
reopening the fight over the transpor- 
tation act and for enactment of amend- 
ments putting teeth in the railroad 
labor board now seems to have been 
dropped.
